CONSTITUTION. 


ArtTIcLE I. 


The name by which this Institution shall be known is 
“Sr. Luxe’s\ Home For INDIGENT CHRISTIAN FEMALES.” 


ArticLE II. 


The object of the Institution is to provide for the temporal 
and spiritural welfare of the inmates, in accordance with the 
ministration of the Gospel in the Protestant Episcopal Church. 


Articte IIL. 


The Board of Managers shall consist of not less than seven, 
nor more than twenty-one Clergymen and Laymen of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, in the city of New York. The 
Officers of the Board shall be, a President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, and Treasurer. These Officers of the Board shall 
also be the Officers of the Institution. The Vice-President 
shall be Rector of the Institution, and Chairman of the Board,: 
in the absence of the President. 


ARTICLE LY. 


No debt shall be contracted by the Institution beyond the 
reliable means secured. 
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ARTICLE V.. 


There shall be, annually, a meeting of its members, in the 
city of New York, on the Festival of St. Luke the Evangelist, 
at which time the proceedings of the past year shall be 
presented, and the Board of Managers for the ensuing year 
be elected; and the Board shall have the power to fill its 
Own vacancies during the year. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Meetings of the Board of Managers may be called by the 
President or Rector, on an application, in writing, by any 
two members of the Board; of which meeting all its mem- 
bers shall be duly notified. Five members shall be necessary 
to constitute a quorum. 


Articte VIL. 


All funds of and contributions to the Institution shall be ap- 
propriated by the Board of Managers, in such manner as the 
By-Laws and resolutions of the Society may direct; and to 
the Board of Managers shall be committed the care and 
transaction of the entire business of the Institution. 


Articte VIII 


Any member of the Protestant Episcopal Church, paying 
into the treasury a sum, annually, not less than $5, shall be 
a member of this Society. The payment, at any one time, 
of $50, shall constitute a life member; and $100 shall con- 
stitute a patron of the Society. 
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ArTiIcLE IX. 


The religious instruction of the Institution shall be con- 
ducted in conformity with the Doctrines, Discipline, and 
Worship ‘of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the United 
States ; and shall be under the superintendence of the Bishop 
of the Diocese of New York, and of the clerical members of 
the Board of Managers.

‘Ayerrotas DS 


The internal government of the Home shall be conducted 
by Associate Managers, approved by the Board of Managers, 
and formed of ladies of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in 
the city of New York, representing the various parishes, re- 
spectively, of which they are members. The Associate Mana- 
gers may appoint their own officers and committees, but 
shall report their proceedings to the Board of Managers for 
their sanction, and furnish to the Treasurer an account of 
all their receipts and expenditures, and present the bills for- 
payment, duly signed, in accordance with the requirements 
of the By-Laws. 


ARTIcLE XI. 


This Constitution may be altered at any annual meeting, by 
® majority of the members present 
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GENERAL REGULATIONS.

No beneficiary shall be received into this Institution from 
any church in this city not represented in this Board and con- 
tributing to the support of the Home. 

The applicants shall be persons of respectability in reduced 
circumstances. The application must be made to the repre- 
sentative of the parish, and through her to the Committee on 
Applications. 

The Committee on Applications shall record the name and 
address of each applicant. When a vacancy occurs, all the 
eandidates shall be examined, and the most necessitous and 
worthy be admitted. A majority of the Committee shall be 
empowered to act upon an application. 

Applicants for admission shall present themselves at the 


Honie, at appointed times, before the Committee, who shall © 


afterwards visit them in their own homes. 

All applicants must bring satisfactory testimonials of Sioa 
conduct and respectability ; must have resided three years in 
the city ; must have been for one year a communicant of the 
Protestant Episcopai Church. 

An enirance fee of fifty dollars, and thirty dollars for fur- 
nishing her apartment, is required for each beneficiary ; and if 
she have property, must make it over to the Institution. 

No beneficiary shall be admitted without a permit, signed by 
one of the Committee on Appliication; nor shall any one be 
received until after the payment of the entrance fee, or some 
reliable person shall become responsible therefor. Before 
admission she shall sign a paper, consenting to abide by the 
rules. Any church or individual placing a beneficiary in this 


————— 
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Tustitution shall be informed that she is received on probation, 
and may at any time be dismissed, should the Board decide that 
she has intentionally violated its rules. Any one thus expelled 
is not permitted to visit the Home. When such dismissal shall 
occur, the Secretary shall, if practicable, inform the church or 
individual of the action of the Board. 

In case of an inmate leaving the Home, the entrance fee will 
not be returned. Her wearing apparel is her own property ; but 
the furniture of the room, including the bedding, belongs to the 
Home. 

On the admission of each inmate, her friends shall record on 
paper what clothing they will provide for her. She may not 
bring with her any article of furniture except a feather bed. 

On the death of an inmate, the Visiting Committee shall 
notify the managers of the parish from which she came, in order 
that they may inform the rector thereof. Any inmate wishing 
to leave the Home must obtain the consent of the matron, and 
tell her whither she is going, and how long she intends to 
remain. 

No spirituous liquors shall be brought into the Home, or 
drank by the inmates when out of it, unless prescribed by the 
physician and administered by the matron. 


Every inmate, if able, is required to keep her own room neat 
and clean ; in her turn to dust the parlor and assist in washing 
the breakfast things every day except Sunday. The whole house 
shall be swept once a week by the servants. 


The visitors are required to inspect the general order of the 
house, including store-rooms and closets. The drawers and 
closets of the inmates must be kept in order, and open to the 
inspection of the matron and visitors. 


The gas shall be lighted in the parlor, which, if agreeable to 
- them, the inmates may occupy during the evening. 

At half-past nine o’clock the gas in the second and third story 
halls shall be lowered as much as possible, and kept burning in 
that condition all night. At the same hour the maid shall light 
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the gas in each bedroom, which may burn half an hour, and 
must then be extinguished. 

One of the inmates shall be appointed librarian. The key of 
the bookcase shall be given.to the matron, who shall keep it in 
place where it can always be found, should she not be in the 
house when it is wanted. The matron is required to aska 
blessing before, and return thanks after, each meal ; to take her 
meals with the inmates; to accompany them to church, and 
return home with them. She has the privilege of two week’s 
vacation in the course of the year, if she desire it. 

No visitors may be admitted on Sunday. 

The managers shall collect the annual subscriptions from the 
first of January until Easter. All unpaid dues shall, after that 
date, be put in the hands of the collector. 

On the Feast of St. Luke, October 18th, the Associate Man- 
agers will hold an anniversary, to meet the friends of the Insti- 
tution, 

Each manager shall sign her own receipt for the Treasurer. 

Any manager who shall (without assigning any reason) absent 
herself from three successive meetings, shall be notified that she 
is expected to resign, in order that a more efficient person may 
be appointed in her place. 

No strange physician shall practice in the Home, unless called 
in by the resident physician, or by the friends who placed the 
beneficiary in the Institution, who must then become responsi- 
ble for the expense. 


THE ANNIVERSARY. 


The Sixteenth Anniversary of St. Luke’s Home for Indigent 
and Aged Women was celebrated at the Institution, No. 487 
Hudson street, October 18, St. Luke’s Day. 

The occasion was one of great interest, and crowded the 
rooms with church people. After the meeting was opened with 
suitable devotions by the Rev. Dr. Forbes, the appended report 
was made by the rector, Rev. Dr. Tuttle. 

The report was followed by addresses from Rey. Drs. Forbes 
and Weston, of this city, well calculated to stimulate the man- 
agers to renewed efforts towards the utmost extension of this 
excellent charity of sunshine and peace around the declining 
days of reduced and indigent sisters in the faith. Rev. Dr. 
Rylance, of Chicago, favored the meeting with a striking repre- 
sentation of the excellence of charity and of its permanency 
when chrystalized in a well organized and endowed Christian 
Institution. 

Among the pleasing exercises of the occasion was a beautifully 
rendered selection from the oratorio of ‘‘St. Paul,” with a piano 
accompaniment by a lady friend of the Institution. 

But we do not detract from the other excellencies by noticing 
especially the recitation of an original poem by the authoress, 
Miss Cynthia Bullock, whose experience for years of the com- 
forts and blessedness of this Christian Home seems to have 
vitalized her words with unwonted influence, and to strike a 
deep chord of sympathy in her total blindness. |

SIXTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF 


ST. LUKE'S HOME. 


The Sixteenth Annual Report of St. Luke’s Home marks a 
quiet year, yet one of two great losses. Though death hath not 
come nigh their dwelling, the summons has come to the well- 
beloved President of the Board of Associates. 

The death of Mrs. Schermerhorn was announced to them 
amid profound grief. Medical skill, most kindly intent, and 
promising climate had been largely enjoyed by her. But dis- 
ease gained gradually, and finally trinmphed at Paris, France. 
Her devotion to the interest of this Home for aged women, and 
her long connection with it, centered the choice of its managers 
on her as the successor of the first President of their Board. 
It was in this capacity the admirable traits of her character, her 
executive wisdom, her easy and direct application of justice, her 
open and frank declaration of principle, her gentle firmness, 
and tender womanly forbearance were eminently displayed, 
enhancing the confidence of her coadjutors, and diffusing a 
wholesome influence throughout the Institution. 

Seldom have friends, relatives, and the Church had cause to 
mourn a greater loss, or rejoice with firmer hope over one trans- 
ferred to Paradise. ‘‘Blessed are the dead who die in the 
Lord—‘‘ their works do follow them.” 
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The energy and practical interest of which ,her successor has 
already given proof is an earnest of promising expectations in 
the future. 

The second loss referred to is indeed great, but may be made 
up by the blessing of God on active hands and devoted hearts. 
It will, we trust, awaken sympathy in our trial. 

The friends of the Institution, in response to our solicitation 
for funds to enlarge the accommodation on the present site, or 
build anew on other grounds more likely to meet the wishes and 
needs of the next generation, had generously, through the lady 
managers mainly, supplied a building fund of about $23,000. 
Just on the eve of carrying out the object of this fund, the sad 
intelligence was proclaimed through the city that our funds were 
a part of the $25,000 contained in the tin box just taken from 
the bank, and stolen from the safe in the office of the Royal 
Insurance Company. The Treasurer of this Home had deposited 
for safe keeping $19,300 of our Government securities in this 
box with the Company’s funds. Since the robbery of that box 
every effort has been made for the recovery of the bonds. But 
only $5,000 of those belonging to this Institution have been 
recovered. Ten thousand three hundred dollars of them, we 
regret to say, have been redeemed at Washington. We hear a 
large portion of this amount will be lost to us, as the Govern- 
ment does not hold itself responsible for coming into possession 
of stolen bonds received through its agents. Some hope re- 
mains of recovering the $3,300 not yet heard from, which, if 
near successful, will reduce our loss to at least $11,000. 

The building fund as it now stands is $10,493.71. 

What should be our course under our disappointment and 
trial? Should we be disheartened in the effort to provide the 
further accommodation so needed for our stricken and destitute 
sisters in Christ? There is just as much reason for exertion, 
just as earnest and touching demand now as before upon the 
benevolence of the church in this great and good work. 

The Managers are resolved to re-commence their labors, and 
again go over the field to gather the contributions and sympa- 
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thies of the charitable in this city of wealth and noble benevo- 
lence. Only they trust that their friends will considerately 
regard their trials. 


It is firmly believed that the daily necessities of the Home: 
will be, as they have been for sixteen years, supplied ; that 
though there is little in the treasury, yet the prayer continually 
ascending, ‘‘Give us this day our daily bread,” will be, as it 
always has been, answered. And we still trust, notwithstanding: 
the delay through our trial, that the timeis not distant when the 
many applicants now waiting for admission will find in the 
long desired rooms a welcome admission for their remaining 
days on earth. 


To loving hearts there is something touching in the call of a 
Home of aged women for bread. Anda warm response will 
come from all who appreciate that declaration of Him who had 
not where to lay His head. ‘‘ Inasmuch as ye have done it unto 
one of the least of these, my brethren, ye have done it unto- 
me.” 

Your Board cannot but express their enhanced gratification at 
such a time as this, that the individual who for several years has, 
by donations of so many tierces of tea and barrels of sugar, has 
annually furnished such valuable supplies for the Home, still 
continues his noble contribution. And while many of our 
benefactors have passed from this scene of active benevolence, 
having left us the legacies of their friendship, their names 
associated with active sympathy, and sometimes of their means, 
we bless God there are still living long-tried and ever increasing 
friends, who will not be wanting in every time of need. 


At the suggestion of Miss Jay, a Reading Committee has been 
organized, more fully to provide for the spiritual refreshment of 
the inmates. To add to their happiness by useful occupation 
of their time, a Benevolent Society has been founded, under the 
direction of Mrs. Moore, and 15 pairs of socks, and 49 gar- 
ments have been made by the aged inmates, and presented to- 
the Sheltering Arms, and 36 aprons from materials sent from the: 
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Institution, besides 11 pairs of hospital slippers, made and 
donated to the House of Mercy. 

The unremitting care of the Matron and the continued and 
gratuitous attention of Dr. James L. Brown, contribute greatly 
to the comfort of the Home, still containing 31 inmates.
